Sir, — The problem of ex- 
cessive noise has properly 


been discussed in your co- 


lumns recently and the thanks 
of all citizens are due to you 
for giving space to this mat- 
ter of vital concern to every- 
one. It is hoped that you will 
continue to do so until proper 
action is taken to abate a 
nuisance which constitutes a 
menace to the general health 
and efficiency of the people. 
The means are already in the 
hands of the national and 
local authorities if they, with 
the backing of the private 
citizen, will apply their pow. 
ers with will and determina- 
tion. 

Among the worst offenders 
in the production of cxces- 
sive and avoidable noise are 
drivers who rely on their 
horns rather than on good 
driving manners and skill, and 
motor-bikes which are not 
fitted with silencers. The fit. 
ting of an effective silencer 
is simple, inexpensive and of 
necligible effect on the power 
potential, but the proportion 
of bikes so fitted in Israel 
is even more negligible. We 
cannot understand why the 
fitting of silencerg is not en- 
forced here, as is mandatory 
in almost every sivi 
country. 

Israel is disgraced by hold- 
ing the world record for road 
accidents. Surely there is a 
cennection between the evil 
effects of noise on the nerves 
and judgment — associated 
with and caused by reliance 
on the motor horn instead 
of on skill and consideration 
— and traffic accidents.
